snustere climate, Think what immigration
would do for the genial South,

Fourih. You ought o seek to concilinte the
Federal Government., Remember the scripture
injunction: — “Agree  with thine adversary
quickly.,” The Federal Government for the
present, and for years to come, muans the
Republicun party, Do uot wsge a frantic war
agninst this party. RKemember that the Demo-
aratic party s not strong enough uow to be of
uny service to you. Be calm and conciliatory,
and walt the course of events. It would be
fortunate it you were in  that independent
condition that both parties North would nd for
your support.

Fitth, General Grant will, T think, earnest!
deshre to muke his adminlstiration n:n!luullf.
